BOMBAY, INDIA I Car bombs exploded at a 
crowded jewelry market and a historic land- 
mark in Bombay on Monday, killing at least 
46 people, wounding 150 others and shaking 
buildings in India’s financial capital. 

Police were focusing their investigation on 
Muslim militant groups — though victims 
from the explosions were almost certain to 
include both Hindus and Muslims. 

No one immediately claimed responsi-

bility for the bombings, which came hours 
after the release of a long-anticipated 
archaeological report on a religious site 
in northern India claimed by both Hindus 
and Muslims. The dispute has been linked 
to previous bombings.

Inmate 
Planned 
Priest Hit 

Hatred of gays fueled attaek 
on convieted child molester 

WORCESTER, MASS. I The inmate accused of 
strangling John Geoghan in his prison cell 
hated homosexuals and began plotting the 
attack on the child-molesting former priest 
weeks ago, a prosecutor said Monday. 

“He looked upon Father Geoghan as a 
prize,” District Attorney John J. Conte said. 
“No question he had been planning it for 
well over a month.” 

Joseph L. Druce, who is serving a life 
term for killing a gay man 15 years ago, cut 
apart a book to make a 
perfect tool for jamming 
the door of Geoghan’s cell 
and spent time stretching 
the socks used to strangle 
him, Conte said. 

An autopsy Monday 
showed that Geoghan 
died from strangulation 
and blunt chest trauma. He also had bro- 
ken ribs and a punctured lung, Conte said. 

Druce will be charged with murder once 
a grand jury convenes, Conte said. 

Druce “has a long-standing phobia, it 
appears, toward homosexuals of any kind,” 
Conte said as he provided new details into 
the death of the central figure in the Roman 
Catholic Church sex scandal. 

Geoghan allegedly molested nearly 150 
boys over three decades. He was serving a 
nine- to 10 -year sentence for assault and bat-

Suit Seeks

Supporters ask for 
Ten Commandments 
seulpture to stay put 

MONTGOMERY, ALA. | Supporters 
asked a federal court Monday 
to block the removal of a Ten 
Commandments monument from 
the Alabama Judicial Building while 
the judge who put it there said he’s 
battling those who “are offended at 
looking at God’s words.” 

The lawsuit to block the mon- 
ument’s removal was filed in fed- 
eral court in Mobile on behalf of 
a Christian radio talk show host 
and a pastor. 

It says a forced removal would 
violate the constitutional guaran- 
tee of freedom of religion. 

A hearing is set for Wednesday. 

Chief Justice Roy Moore installed 
the monument two years ago, and 
was suspended by a state judicial 
ethics panel last week for dis- 
obeying a federal court order to 
remove the 5,300 -pound marker.

Scathing Shuttle 
Report Expected 


Findings to cite safety, 
organizational trouble 
in Columbia disaster 

WASHINGTON | Bracing for a highly 
critical Columbia accident report, 
NASA administrator Sean O’Keefe 
is telling space workers the investi- 
gation board’s rebuke of key man- 
agement decisions should be viewed 
as a roadmap for safe return to orbit 
— not as a “personal affront.” 

One member of the Columbia 
Accident Investigation Board said 
the report “will dig deep into the so- 
called culture” of NASA and address 
deeper and broader problems that 
go beyond the management deci- 
sions linked to the accident. 

In preliminary releases, the 
board already has criticized some 
management decisions during 
Columbia’s last flight. O’Keefe has 
said the agency will follow each of 
the board’s recommendations. 

Seven astronauts died Feb. 1 
when Columbia disintegrated over 
Texas while returning from a 16- 


day orbital mission. Investigators 
determined that heat shield panels 
in the spacecraft’s wing were broken 
during launch by the high-speed 
impact of foam insulation that 
broke off the external fuel tank.

Franken joked 
that he was “disap- 
pointed” the lawsuit 
had been withdrawn. 

“I was hoping they’d keep 
it going for a few more news

Warnings Came 
Ahead of Outage 


Two Ohio companies 
say they advised 
regulators of blackout 

COLUMBUS, OHIO | Two Ohio com- 
panies at the center of the inves- 
tigation into the nation’s worst 
blackout warned state regulators 
five months ago that their power 
systems could overload if the grid 
linking U.S. and Canadian utilities 
had problems. 

FirstEnergy Corp. and American 
Electric Power said in long-term 
forecast reports that they didn’t 
expect any of their own transmis- 
sion lines to fail this summer. 

But both companies said that 


widespread outages were possible 
if the spaghetti-like system that 
links eastern states and Canada 
experienced changes in the flows 
of electricity, transfers of power 
between regions, or unexpected 
demand increases. 

Those are just the sorts of dis- 
turbances that swept across eight 
states and the province of Ontario, 
Canada, on Aug. 14, spreading the 
outage to 50 million people. 

The two Ohio power companies 
say the Public Utilities Commission 
of Ohio has heard the same warn- 
ings from them for years and there is 
nothing that state regulators could 
have done with that information to 
prevent the blackout, liz sidoti (ap) 


Fewer Kids Insured in 
Single-Father Homes 


WASHINGTON | Children living in 
single -father households are more 
likely than those in homes headed 
by a single mother or a married cou- 
ple to lack health insurance, a U.S. 
Census Bureau survey found. 

The findings puzzled research- 
ers, given that most socioeconomic 
data shows single-mother homes 
are one of the most impoverished 
demographic groups. 

Census Bureau data for 2001 
found the median income for a sin- 
gle-mother home is about $22,000, 
roughly $10,000 less than for sin- 


gle-father homes. 

In the 1 million homes where 
a single father raised two or more 
children, 17 percent had all children 
uninsured, compared with 11 per- 
cent of the 5 million single -mother 
homes with two or more kids, and 7 
percent of the 17.4 million compa- 
rable married couple homes. 

John R. Sims, Jr., president 
of the Pittsburgh-based Single 
and Custodial Fathers Network, 
said too few programs are tar- 
geted to single-father households.

Trade secrets outweigh 
free speech, Calif. 
Supreme Court rules 

SAN FRANCISCO | The California 
Supreme Court ruled Monday 
that courts may block Internet 
users from posting codes that 
could be used to illegally copy 
DVD movies. 

The justices left for a lower court 
to determine whether the code is 
still a protected trade secret given 
its widespread exposure. 

In its unanimous ruling, how- 
ever, the court did say that it would 
not tolerate the posting of legiti- 
mate trade secrets online, and 
reversed a lower court ruling 
that said disseminating trade 
secrets is protected by the 
First Amendment right to freedom 
of speech. 

The case centered on San 
Francisco computer programmer 
Andrew Bunner, who in 1999 post- 
ed the code to crack the encryption 
technology and, according to the 
movie industry, helped users rep- 
licate thousands of copyrighted 
movies per day. 

He is one of dozens of peo- 
ple being sued by the DVD Copy 
Control Association, an arm of 
Hollywood studios, which said it 
controls the encryption system.

U.S., Afghan forces 
launch air assault;

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I U.S. jets 
pounded a Taliban mountain 
hideout Monday, killing at least 
14 insurgents in the deadliest air 
assault since rebels launched a 
series of strikes against Afghan 
government targets, U.S. and 
Afghan officials said. 

Scores of Afghan militia and 
U.S. -led coalition special forces 
hunted down suspected Taliban 
fighters, who in recent weeks have 
been waging attacks on police offi- 
cials and government convoys. 

The Taliban violence has killed 
dozens of people and cast a shadow 
over American-led efforts to rebuild 
the war-battered country. As part of 
the operation, about 100 suspected 
guerrillas have been arrested in the 
past few days, officials said. 

Monday’s attack was carried out 
jointly by Afghan provincial mili- 
tia forces and U.S. Army Special 
Forces soldiers, as well as A-10 
ground attack jets, F-16 fighter 
bombers and AV-8B Harrier attack 
jets, said a Pentagon spokesman.

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Thousands of 
Shiite Muslims protested peaceful- 
ly Monday night outside the head- 
quarters of the U.S. -led coalition 
in Baghdad, charging the occupa- 
tion force was lax on security and 
did too little to stop the bombing at 
the house of an important Muslim 
Shiite cleric.

In Heat’s Wake, 

An Unsettling 
Scene in Paris 

PARIS I Up to 400 unidentified or 
abandoned bodies awaited tempo- 
rary burial Monday near Paris as 
authorities struggled to cope with 
France’s deadly heat wave. 

More than 100 bodies sat in 
refrigerated trucks outside a city- 
run warehouse in a southern suburb 
of Paris, said Bernadette Coulon- 
Kiang, director of the capital’s 
Social Action Center. 

City officials vowed to bury the 
bodies, whether families claimed 


them or not. “We’re doing all that 
we can so it takes place in the most 
emotionally honorable conditions,” 
Paris Mayor Bertrand Delanoe told 
LCI Television. 

Officials were still counting 
the casualties — mainly among 
the elderly and ailing — from the 
record heat in August when tem- 
peratures rose as high as 104. 

France’s leading chain of under- 
takers estimated last week the heat 
wave had claimed 10,000 victims, 
based on a rough comparison 
between deaths this August and 
the same period last year. Prime 
Minister Jean-Pierre Raffarin 
cast doubt on that Saturday, calling 
recent estimates unreliable, (ap)

MONROVIA, LIBERIA I Liberia’s new 
president asked the U.S. Embassy 
to intervene diplomatically to quell 
fighting surging in the countryside 
despite a week-old peace deal. 

President Moses Blah’s call for 
help comes a day after a 150 -strong 
U.S. Marine force pulled back to 
warships off the coast of Liberia, 
insisting that they could respond 
more quickly from the ships.

Soldier details massaere 
as proseeutors hone in 
on genocide charges 

THE HAGUE, NETHERLANDS I A 
former Bosnian Serb soldier who 
confessed to executing at least 100 
Muslims from Srebrenica in 1995 
testified at Slobodan Milosevic’s war 
crimes trial Monday that the mas- 
sacres must have been ordered by 
officials ranked higher than him. 

Former soldier Brazen 
Erdemovic, 31, took the stand as 
prosecutors entered a final, criti- 
cal stage of their case, in which 


they will try to prove allegations 
that Milosevic orchestrated the 
most heinous crime of the Balkan 
wars — genocide in Bosnia. 

Erdemovic, who pleaded guilty 
to murder as part of a deal with 
prosecutors in 1996, described 
how on July 11, 1995, his battalion 
summarily shot 1,000 -1,200 people 
in Srebrenica. 

Prosecutors say the massacres 
were the result of Milosevic’s alleged 
political aim of creating an ethni- 
cally pure Serbian state. 

Milosevic is defending himself 
against 66 counts of war crimes in 
Kosovo, Croatia and Bosnia, (ap)

Any eyewitness identification 
of Muhammad, however, would be 
inculpatory evidence, and therefore 
prosecutors do not necessarily have

Study: more major 
U.S. corporations 
aiding gay workers 

WAS H I N CTO N I More large U.S. com- 
panies are providing better working 
conditions for their gay and lesbian 
employees, according to a report 
released Monday by a gay rights 
advocacy group. 

The Human Rights Campaign 
Foundation reported improvements 
at about a third of the companies 
rated in the group’s second annual 
survey of large corporations. 

Companies were scored on 
seven factors, including if they 
offered health insurance coverage 


to employees’ same-sex partners 
and whether they had nondiscrimi- 
nation policies covering sexual ori- 
entation and gender identity. 

Airlines, banking and financial 
services, high tech and equipment 
manufacturers and telecommunica- 
tions businesses consistently scored 
above average, the group found. 

Businesses that are lagging in 
policies that encourage fair treat- 
ment include hotels, resorts and 
casinos; mail and freight delivery 
companies; and retail and consumer 
products firms, the group said. 

The report looked at 250 com- 
panies from the Fortune 500 and 
Forbes 200 lists. Information was 
gathered from a voluntary question-

Team releases nine players as deadline looms

HARDWARE I Play enough video 
games and you’ll soon realize that 
good hand-eye coordination alone 
doesn’t guarantee victory.

Hardware and software companies 
hoping to impress finicky PC gam- 
ers were out in force at this month’s 
QuakeCon 2003. 

For the do-it-yourself crowd, 
Advanced Micro Devices Inc. next 
month is rolling out its latest, fastest 
version of the Athlon64 chip.

The clear design lets you see all that 
lies within. Prices start at $170. 

Alienware offers a range of fan- 
ciful but powerful pre-built com- 
puters. The flagship Area- 51 has an 
out- of- this -world twist: It comes 
in a rainbow of colors, pulses with 
glowing lights and looks like an 


alien head. The beady black “eyes” 
at the Area-51’s front and sides dou- 
ble as cooling vents. Prices start at 
$1,600 for a stripped-down model 
with a 2.8 gigahertz Pentium 4 pro- 
cessor, 512 megabytes of memory 
and an 80 gigabyte hard drive. 

A roundup from an event called 
QuakeCon wouldn’t be complete 
without mention of a game by id 
Software Inc., maker of the Quake 
and Doom games. Many who 
trekked to the event did so only to 
catch a preview of the multiplayer 
version of Doom 3. 

The sci-fi-meets-horror-flick 
graphics are a true leap forward. 
Look for “real-time lighting” to 
become the next big buzzword in 
graphics.

Is there a way to speed up the 
boot-up process of a PC? It seems 
to take forever for my PC to go 
through the entire process. 

Not really. Most computers 
these days are already set up to 
boot quickly (they skip the tradi- 
tional test of each memory mod- 
ule). Instead, I’d recommend using 
the PC’s sleep feature to suspend its 
activity. On a modern PC, the differ- 
ence between current used while in 
sleep and current drawn while the 
computer’s off is quite small. 

There’s been some back-and-forth 
on various Web sites about the life- 
time of CD-R disks. The claim is 
that they have a lifetime of about 
two years and should not be used 
for archiving. Any comments? 

That doesn’t match my own use 
of CD -Rs. I’ve been using them pret- 
ty regularly for the last four years 
and I can’t recall losing any data 
that way. 



SINCE YOU ASKED 


Q l’ve been hearing a lot lately 
about firewalls, worms and 
patches. What are they, and do I 
need to worry? 


A Those terms relate to com- 
puter security threats, and 
yes, you should worry. 

A virus that spreads on its own 
is known as a “worm.” The latest 
batch of worms takes advantage 
of networking functions built into 
operating systems like Windows. 
The “Blaster” worm that hit this 
month exploited a Windows flaw 
revealed by Microsoft in mid-July. 

Software typically ships with 
flaws, and manufacturers write 
updates, known as “patches,” 
to fix them. Though patches are 
available for free over the Inter- 
net, keeping up with the dozens 
issued weekly can be daunting, 
so many people ignore them. 
Meanwhile, virus writers track 
and exploit such flaws. 


If you’re using Windows, keep 
up with patches by regularly visit- 
ing http://windowsupdate. micros 
oft.com. Macintoshes have similar 
functionality through a built-in 
program called Software Update. 

Make sure you’re running an 
antivirus program. McAfee, Sy- 
mantec and Trend Micro are ven- 
dors to look for. You should also 
get software called a “firewall,” 
which protects your system from 


other threats, including attempts 
to remotely take control of your 
computer. Zone Labs has a basic 
firewall avaiable for free, and 
Windows XP comes with one, too, 
though it is not always automati- 
cally turned on. 

Be sure to get free updates for 
your antivirus and firewall soft- 
ware from the vendors’ Web sites, 
so they’ll be armed against the 
latest threats, anick jesdanun (ap)

More tips for defending your computer against the mean, scary Internet. 

Turn off your computer when not in use, particularly if you have an 
always-on broadband connection. 

If you can’t turn off the computer, at least turn off any virtual private net- 
work, or VPN, software you use to connect securely to your office. 

Be cautious about attachments. Even ifthe sender sounds familiar, 
check with that person first before opening the attachment. 

Backup yourfiles regularly.

Digital companions 
will steer you through 
classical concerts 

M U S I C I In an age when the Internet 
provides lightning-fast answers 
and life can be a blur of accelerat- 
ed events, the symphony remains 
a sanctuary. Audiences are expect- 
ed to sit down at concerts, calmly 
flip through the program notes, 
then hush. 

Trouble is, only a third of the 
audience really understands what’s 
going on. The rest stay ashamedly 
mum, and try to make whatever 
sense they can of the intricate 
layers of music. 

All that may change with a new 
handheld electronic guide that 
tracks a concert in real time. The 
Concert Companion is still being 
tested but is already generating buzz 
in the classical music world. It may 
ring a sour note with traditionalists, 
but it could boost music apprecia- 
tion for concertgoers who can’t tell 
adagio from a mezzo-soprano. 


Conceived by former Kansas 
City Symphony executive Roland 
Valliere, the Concert Companion 
displays a sort of musical road map 
during a performance, cuing users’ 
ears for, say, the oboes, muted cel- 
los, or double basses. 

Users can also switch to more 
detailed content, reading, for 
example, that Igor Stravinsky was 
26 when he wrote “The Firebird,” 
a Russian fairy tale of good ver- 
sus evil. 

The gadget has been tested by 
small groups at four performances. 
So far, Valliere is using off-the-shelf 
Sony Clie handheld computers for 
prototypes, but the idea is to devel- 
op dedicated Concert Companion 
devices — something concertgoers 
could rent for $7 or $10. 

It will be a while — Valliere 
thinks next summer at the earli- 
est— before the Concert Companion

Cancers Lost Generation 


From ages 15 to 30, 
cancer care doesn’t 
save as many lives 

CANCER I For children and adults, 
survival rates for many types of 
cancers have risen steadily over 
the last two decades. But missing 
in this success story are adolescents 
and young adults: They don’t fare 
as well on average. 

Oncologists around the country 
are trying to draw attention to this 
discrepancy, setting up clinics for 
adolescent and young adult cancer 
patients. “We have these horrible 
diseases killing young adults. Why 
aren’t we doing better?” said Dr. 
Leonard Sender, medical director 
of the Cancer Institute at Children’s 
Hospital of Orange County, Calif 
The hospital’s Cancer Institute 
recently joined the ranks of can- 
cer centers focusing on the patients 
ages 15 to 30. 

Increasing the amount of 
research is at the core of plans to 
improve survival rates for teens and 
young adults. Because cancer is rela- 
tively rare in those younger than 30, 
Sender said, grouping young cancer

patients at specialized hospitals and 
clinics could give them access to the 
most promising clinical trials; the 
results could be analyzed specifi- 
cally for their age group. 

Doctors also now think that 
many adolescents and young 
adults may have better outcomes 
with pediatric, rather than adult, 
treatment guidelines. Pediatric 
cancer centers have long enrolled 
children into clinical trials, which 
experts credit this with increasing 




the survival rate of cancer patients 
younger than 14. 

“We’d worked so hard to help 
the younger children,” said Dr. 
Archie Bleyer, an adolescent and 
young adult cancer expert at 
M.D. Anderson Cancer Center in 
Houston. “And in the last 20 years 
we’ve been focusing on the adults. 
The fact that we didn’t pay atten- 
tion to the age group in between 
has led to some pretty dismal out- 
comes.” SHARI ROAN (L.A. TIMES)

AGE DISCRIMINATION 

Cancer in adolescents and young 
adults is different from cancer in 
other age groups. 

Most cancers that occur in 
children are so-called embryo- 
nal cancers, such as neuroblas- 
toma, Wilms’tumorand retino- 
blastoma, which are uncommon 
inthoseolderthan 15. And adult 
cancers, such as lung, breast 
and colon, rarely occur in teens 
and young adults. 

Teenagers and young adults 
experience higher rates of 
Hodgkin’s disease, bone cancers 
and certain germ cell tumors (a 
cell involved in sexual reproduc- 
tion), such as testicular cancer. 

Survival rates for a few types 
of cancers in teens and young 
adults have increased overthe 
lastthree decades, including 
Hodgkin’s disease, thyroid can- 
cerand melanoma. 

However, survival rates 
remain less than 60 percentfor 
others, including Ewing’s sarco- 
maand acute lymphoblastic 
leukemia, (l.a. times)

Washington takes 
sides in the war on 
American obesity 

P 0 L I C Y I Even fat is the stuff of poli- 
tics in Washington. And with obe- 
sity a growing health problem, law- 
makers, lawyers and activists are 
lining up the way they do for most 
issues: on two sides. 

The left’s view is that the food 
industry and advertisers are big bul- 
lies that practically force-feed peo- 
ple with gimmicks and high- calorie 
treats. They say Ronald McDonald 
is the cousin of Joe Camel. 

The right’s argument has been 
dubbed: You’re fat, your fault. They 
say people can make their own 
choices about food and exercise. 

The debate has spilled over into

junk-food tax, limits on food adver- 
tising, demands for more details on 
labeling and lawsuits against food 
manufacturers. Several states are 
considering limits on sweets sold in 


schools; some are debating wheth- 
er to force chain restaurants to list 
nutrition information on menus. 

Sen. Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., 
recently introduced a bill that would 


bar people from suing restaurants 
and food manufacturers for mak- 
ing them fat. Similar legislation has 
been introduced in the House. 

There are more overweight peo- 
ple in the United States than any- 
where else. America’s leader, how- 
ever, is an exercise nut. President 
Bush, 57, is nearly 6 feet tall, weighs 
194 pounds, has body fat of 14.5 per- 
cent and a resting pulse rate of 45 
beats per minute — in the athlet- 
ic range, according to his annual 
physical exam this month. 

Some feel that Americans want 
to be heavy. “Almost everyone can 
afford to be fat,” says John Calfee 
of the conservative American 
Enterprise Institute, who spoke at 
a recent conference where people 
talked obesity theories over salad, 
burgers and grape soda — and a 
bag of Oreos passed around at the

Sulky 18 -year- old George Lass 
(Ellen Muth) is the show’s center- 
piece. She and a British crumb - 
bum, a flighty actress and a tough 
meter maid get their assignments 
from Rube (Mandy Patinkin) at a 
waffle house, whereupon they head 
out to “pop” souls from the soon-to- 
be deceased. In between, they hold 
down jobs, bicker and fall in love, 
just like everybody else. 

The only mortal trial from which 
they’re spared is aging. (And possi- 
bly elimination; where do all those 
waffles go?) So what’s the drawback 
in death? 

Bridging the turgid quirky melo- 
drama of HBO’s “Six Feet Under” 
and ’90s heavenly helping-hand 
shows like “Touched by an Angel,” 
“Dead Like Me” is basically about 
benevolent otherworldly beings who 
swear a lot. 

The show’s cavalier attitude 
toward death distances viewers 
from its reality; the demises tend 
to be zany and complicated — at 
best unlikely and at worst callous. 


The series isn’t much interest- 
ed in its supernatural McGuffin. 
George observes her family as they 
deal with her death, a glaring meta- 
phor for any uncommunicative teen 
who’s drifting from domestic moor- 
ings. (You want quirky? Her little 
sister steals toilet seats; George was 
killed by ... a toilet seat plummet- 
ing out of the sky.) 

The other reapers’ still-unrecon- 
ciled lives are unimportant. George 


is the star because the show is a grat- 
ification of a teen fantasy: watching 
your world unravel after you punish 
it by taking dramatic leave. 

Underneath its hard exterior and 
cynical voiceovers, “Dead Like Me” 
is as cozy and unreal as HBO’s “Sex 
in the City”; as Carrie learns life les- 


sons through sexual misadventure, 
so does George as she experiences 
living death. 

You almost expect her to pop 
open a laptop at the end of an epi- 
sode and type, “Just because you 
stop growing old doesn’t mean you 
stop growing up.” arionberger

Despite contrary 
evidence, rumors 
of lynchings persist 

C U LT u R E I Three years ago in a small 
Mississippi town, a man found his 
son’s body hanging from a pecan 
tree. Three months ago in Belle 
Glade, Fla., another man found 
his stepson dangling from a tree 
in their yard. 

Authorities labeled both deaths 
suicides — but in both cases, rumors 
of lynching have persisted. 

One scholar believes the rumors 
are part of vigorous “urban legends” 
in the black community that are 
fueled by years of mistrust over 
past police misdeeds. 

Patricia Turner, author of “I Heard 
It Through the Grapevine: Rumor 
in African-American Culture,” says 
that for generations black commu- 
nities have turned to rumor as an 
outlet for frustrations, particularly 
in response to racial injustice. 

Turner, a vice provost at the 
University of California at Davis, 
said she used to debunk myths 
among her black students, such as 
one that said U.S. scientists creat- 
ed AIDS and tested it on Africans 
before it spiraled out of control 
worldwide. 

The crime of lynching reached 
a peak more than a century ago, 
numbering more than 100 a year, 
according to the Southern Poverty 


Law Center. From 1935 to the 1960s, 
the average fell to a few a year, and 
none have been documented for 
more than two decades. 

In Kokomo, Miss., authori- 
ties ruled the hanging death of 
17-year-old Raynard Johnson 
a suicide. National civil rights 
leaders rallied behind relatives, 
who labeled it a lynching, charg- 
ing that Johnson was killed as a 
warning to other black men who 
date white women. 

After three years, relatives and 
others in Kokomo still believed 
Johnson was murdered by racists. 

The same convictions surround a 
case that divides the rural farming 
community of Belle Glade, where 
Henry Drummer found stepson 
Feraris “Ray” Golden hanging from 
a tree in their yard May 28. 

Some said Golden’s hands were 
tied behind his back, that he was 
killed because he was dating the 
daughter of a white police officer. 

History indicates 
fewer suicides among 
black men than 
white men, but the 
numbers are rising. 

The stories persist despite a 
special public inquest last month 
at which a judge concluded that the 
evidence pointed only to suicide. 



Investigations showed no proof of 
anything butasuicide in Golden’scase. 


Autopsy photos showed a single 
bruise around his neck, and video 
from a police car arriving at the 
scene showed Golden’s stiffened 
arms at his sides. 

Evidence at the inquest showed 
Golden was a troubled, divorced, 
unemployed father of four who was 
behind in child- support payments 
and frequently joked that he would 
take his own life. He also died with 
traces of cocaine in his system and 
a blood-alcohol level more than four 
times the legal limit for driving. 

History shows lower rate of sui- 
cides among black men than among 
white men, although the numbers 
are rising. Turner said. 

“It makes more cultural sense to 
many members of his community

that he would have been lynched, 
rather than he would have taken his 
own life,” she said. “It’s unrealistic 
to expect that you will eventually 
get all members in the community 
to believe otherwise.” 

Family, friends and supporters 
— both white and black — hold 
annual vigils and call for the arrest 


of those responsible for Johnson’s 
death, while offering no evidence 
to support their theory. 

“Is there anybody in the black 
community that believes what hap- 
pened was suicide? The answer’s 
‘No. Nobody. No,’ ” said Alvin O. 
Chambliss, Jr., a Johnson family 
attorney, jill barton (ap) 


In Crawford, a Site That Welcomes the Digruntled 


AC T I V I S M I President Bush is not the 
only show in sleepy little Crawford, 
Texas, anymore. 

A few months ago, a Dallas 
peace activist bought a house 
near the Bush’s ranch so that hun- 
dreds of demonstrators trekking 
into Crawford would have a place 
to gather and voice their dissent of 
the Iraq war and other issues. They 
speak words that some residents 
here could do without hearing. 

“We wanted to have a place to 
speak our truth from,” said John 
Wolf, who paid the down pay- 


ment on the $54,000 house with 
proceeds from the sale of $1 but- 
tons at peace rallies. 

“The idea is to provide a voice for 
those truly affected by the admin- 
istration’s policies.” 

Blue signs saying “War is not 
the answer” greet visitors as they 
walked up to the one -story house 
with cream- colored siding near 
Bush’s ranch, where the president 
often spends his weekends and 
entertains visiting world leaders. 

Kay Lucas, 60, wearing a but- 
ton that said “Dissent is Patriotic,” 


stood on the porch wiping sweat 
from her brow. 

Inside, where an air conditioner 
struggled to keep the house cool, 
Lucas explained why she regularly 
drives from her home 25 miles away 
to help care for what everyone here 
calls the Crawford Peace House. 

“People thought it would be 
nice to have a place in Crawford 
that embodied the consciousness 
of peace, rather than the conscious- 
ness of war,” Lucas said. 

“The rest of the world thinks 
very lowly of our country because 


we are arrogant, exploitative and 
thoughtless in the destruction that 
we do to another country when we 
go after whatever it is that we want 
from them.” 

Lucas said some voice their sup- 
port and like the way the house’s 
yard has been tended. But not every- 
one agrees: On Sunday morning, as 
she sat on the porch swing, a couple 
drove by and the man made a rude 
gesture at her. 

People have come into town to 
demonstrate on an array of subjects: 
abortion, the dispute over Taiwan, 


the Patriot Act and environmental 
and veterans’ issues. 

Candace Robison, a 27-year- old 
mother of two from Krum, Texas, 
was in town for a rally sponsored 
by Military Families Speaking Out, 
an anti-war group that wants the 
troops returned home from Iraq. 

“We’re in Texas, where every- 
body still loves George Bush. 
Texas is heavily Republican, but I 
can say that this discontent with 
what’s going on is continuing to 
grow, especially among the mili- 
tary families.”
